WASHINGTON, May 2.—The houee to- 


day, after five days of debate, passed the 
Henderson bill to establish a uniform 
system of bankruptcy, by a vote of 157 
to 31. The majority in favor of the bill 
was greater than its friends anticipated. 
owing largely Jo .the_ i M j ^ t b a t . . 
number df memben, who dealted only a 
voluntary bankruptcy bill, after being 
defeated, voted for the measure as re* 
ported. 
Tbere were but two amend- 


ments, one making the non-payment of 
a note for thirty daya an act of bank- 
ruptcy. 


On motion of Mr. Spanlding, repub- 


lican, of Michigan, the Oth act of the 
bankruptcy bill, as defined in the bill, 
waa stricken out as follows: . "Suspend- 
ed and not resumed for thirty days." 


Mr. Hepburn, republican, of Iowa, 


denounced the bill as a fraud on its 
face. 


An amendment, offered by Mr. Ma- 


hon, Republican^ of Pennsylvania, to 
compel the petitioners to any voluntary 
proceedings to file a bond sufficient to 
cover the demands and coats in case the 
petition IB dismissed, was adopted 
48 to 43.

W. A. Stone, Republican of Pennsyl- 


vania, moved to strike out the involun- 
tary features of the bill, Defeated, 72 
to 102.

Various attempts to strike out certain 


acts of bankruptcy provided in the bil 
•were also defeated. 
5Ir. Henderson, in charge of the bill 


'dosed the debate, and at 3 o'clock un- 
der the special order the bill was .report- 
ed to the house, where, under the agree 
ment, Mr. Bailey, Democrat of Texas 
and Mr. Broderick, Republican of Kan- 
sas, offered two substitutes, each for a 
voluntary system of bankruptcy.' 


Mr, Bailey's substitute was defeated 


on & rising vote, 89 to 120. 


Mr. Broderick'a substitute, which was 


substantially the bill for an involuntary 
system cf bankruptcy reported by the 
senate committee, wag also defeated on 
a yea and nay vote, 112 to 128. 


W. A. Stone moved to recommit the 


bill to the judiciary committee, with in- 
structions to report the bill back amend- 
ed so aa to confine the involuntary fea- 
tures of the bill to the cases of actual 
fraud. The motion was lost, 88 to 110. 
The bill was then paused. 


The bill as passed is based upon the 


Torrey bankruptcy bill which has been 
•urged before congress for several years. 
It provides for both voluntary and in- 
voluntary bankruptcy. Under its terms 
there are eight acts for which a debtor 


. can be forced into bankruptcy, as fol- 
lows :

First—If H person has concealed him- 


self with intent to defeat his creditors 
for -18 hours. 


SecDad—Failed for thirty days while 


insolvent to secure the release of any 
property levied upon for $500 or over. 


TliM—Made a transfer of any of his 


property with intent to defeat his credi- 
tors. 


Fourth—Made an assignment for the 


benefit of hie creditors. 


Fifth—Made, while insolvent, a trans- 


fer of any of hio property for the pur- 
pose of giving a preference. 


Sixth—Procured or suffered n judg- 


ment to be euterod against himself with 
the intent to defeat his creditors and 
Buffered game to remain unpaid ten 
days. 


Seventh—Secreted any of his property 


to avoid its being levied under legal pro- 
cess RRRinet himself. 


Eighth—Suffered while insolvent an 


execution for $500 or over to be re- 
turned, no property found. 


Mr. Turner, Democrat of Virginia, 


called up the contested election case of 
Thorpe va.

Thorpe, and without opposition, it was 
adopted. Mr. Thorpe was then sworn 
in.

• man of the committee on foreign affairs, 
called up and pnased without objection 
the senate bill passed yesterday ap- 
propriating $75,000 for the expenses of 
the Behring sea commission on its 
deliberations at San Francisco. 


At 5.15 p.m. the house adjourned. 


SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—After a week's 


debate which has taken a wide range, 
the senate today passed the naval ap- 
propriation bill. The entire day wae 
given up to the subject, A large part of 
the time set apart for general debate 
was devoted to political questions for- 
eign to the immediate subject. The bill 
as passed is substantially as it was re- 
ported from the committee on appropri- 
ations. 


Mr. Chandler's amendment directing 


the secretary of the navy to examine in- 
to the merits of methods of propelling 
ships by direct action upon the water, 
was agreed to. 


The consideration of Mr. Chandler's 


amendment providing for twenty tor- 
pedo boats at a cost of $4,000, was then 
proceeded with. 


Mr. Wolcott said that he bad been 


impressed by Mr. Gorman's plan for 
economy. There was a fair prospect 
that the unfortunate Venezuelan incident 
would end peacefully, and he thought 
the administration's wise conduct in the 
Cuban matter had avoided the proba- 
bility of war with Spain. He was op- 
posed to the amendment. 


Mr. Hawley said that it was ludicrous 


to talk of a war of aggression by this 
country, but that the navy was shame- 
fully deficient in essential particulars. 


Mr. Lodge complained that the navy 


had been selected for the exercise of 
economy, when other appropriation bills 
bad been allowed to go through without 
objection. He said the danger of trouble 
on account of Cuba was not past and by 
preparing ourselves for the preservation 
of the peace wo might dictate the policy 
of the two American continents. 


Mr. Gorman, in reply, contended that 


the naval bill furnished the first m- 
Qtances of appropriating money not nec- 
essary for tho support of the govern- 
ment. He declared that he had taken 
the same position on the "bill that he 
would have tnkun under a Republican 
administration. 
Ho said that a year 


ago the secretary or bis assistant "had 
gene into tho newspapers and denounced 
him (Gorman) personally. This might 
have been on account of tho interest the 
administration was taking at that time 
in tho Maryland elections. 


Mr. Sherman said ti.is country was in

A CABINET CRISES PREDICTS 


Proposed Reform of the Military 


Tribunals the Cause of the 


Conflict.

BEKLIN, May 2.—Humors of another 


labinet crieea have been current through 
out tbe week, and oome newspapers have 
veu gone to the extent of predicting the 
resignation of the imperial chancellor 
Prince Bobenlohe, and tbe minister o 
war, General Broneart Von Schellen- 
orff, immediately upon the return of 
he Emperor to this city. The c 
be conflict is said to be the proposed 
•eform of the military tribunals. Ac- 
ording to information obtained from 
nner circles the following ia the pool- 
on: 
The military court procedure is anti- 
uated, dating from 1848, and is full of 
buses. Undue publicity is rigorously 
efueed and the trials are only conducted 
n public in the caae of the Bavarian 
nnv. 
General Spitz, who ia .looked upon as 
kely to be appointed president of tbe 
mperlal court martial, drafted a bill 
o remedy these defects and the mete- 
re outlined was approved by the cabi- 
et and tbe bundearatb. The bill is 
ow before the Emperor, who so far, 
ae not come to a decision regarding it. 
tie King of Saxony, whose counsel is 
reatly valued by tbe Emperor, opposes 
tie bill and so jloea General Von Ha- 
henke, chief of the military cabinet, 
and Lieutenant General You Plossen, 
who ia the Emporor'a favorite aide-de- 
camp. In aplte of thifl opposition it ia 
believed to be likely that* the Emperor 
will approve the bill. He is, however, 
greatly annoyed at the press campaign 
on the subject, which ifl looked upon aa 
intended to put him at variance with 
tbe cabinet, and the more so because he 
half believes that the projected reform 
will weaken tho discipline of thoariuy. 


It is an undoubted fact that Prince 


Hoheuluhe's health is shattered. He 
cannot attend to hia duties ia tho 
reichstag and bundearath, and hia re- 
signation of the ollira of chancellor can 
not be far distant. But the emperor is 
unable yet to decide upon his successor. 
Count Phillip von Eulenberg, General 
von Walderaee and General von Alvena- 
leben are mentioned as Prince Hohen- 
lohe'a possible successor. The two last 
named are committed to military re- 
forms.

ported, 131 of which were running full, 
while 64 were closed entirely, and 61 
were on fractional time. Out of a total 
capacity of 10,572 looms 11,508 are etill 
in operation, but many are running only 
82 per cent of their full time. The full 
complement of employes is -12,237, of 
which 27,206 are at present employed. 
The pay rolls, compared with those of 
IS?2, show an averane reduction of IS.

It is believed that at a 
depth of from 12 to IS inches under th 
most eandy streets is soil ot auilicien 
liardness to make a good durable roatj 
if it were turned over and leveled and 
thoroughly packed with the heavy roller 


The experiment would certainly b 


worth trying, for there are a number o

deavor to gite an account of the habits 
and peculiarities ol aome of the wild 
tribes who inhabit the hills on the 
boundaries ol the province ol Assam, 
which is situated to the northeast of 
Bengal and is one ol the provinces 
which help to make up what is known as 
Further India. Tho tribes with whom 
I came chiefly in contact were the 
Najas. 
They are divided into several 


tribes each governed by ita chtef; and 
there never appeared to be a time when 
at least two of these warlike tribes were 


' not engaged in lighting one another. 


These Nagas are, ae far as thews anil 
sinews can make them, a lino race of 
men; they are of the Mongolian type, 
slightly darker perhaps than the China- 
man as to color, infinitely his superior 
in physique, and running him P'etty 
close as regards facial beauty. They 
live in villages, each of which ifl directly 
governed by a head man. Their houses 
are constructed of reeds, or split ham- 
boos, the roofs being thatched with a pe- 
culiar long sun dried grass. 
These 


houses are built on platforms, raised on 
niles, or posts ,abont five feet from the 
ground. They average about ten feet 
l,ide by eighteen feet long, but as a man

Hterallv true; yet among themselves 
their habits go lar towards being exem- 
plary. These tribes of Najas are inde- 
pendent of Great Britain, and tho gov- 
ernment oven pays them a bonus yearly 
on condition of their good behavior. Oc- 
casionally they break out and make 
raids upon the peaceful inhabitants of 
the plains, sometimes going so far as to 
attack the bungalows and factories of 
the English tea planters, but these raids 
are happily becoming a thing of the 
past. They make journeys during the 
dry season, from November to March, 
into British territory, chiefly for the 
purpose of trading their rude commodi- 
ties such as grass mats, tobacco leaves, 
etc., for beads, looking glasses and such 
like articles that savages delight m. 


The rough tracks which they take 


lead them through the tea plantations, 
with which Assam abounds.

DUCKS DROWN AN EAGLE. 


Alleged Exploit Attributed to Grow Dncju 


on tliu Futumno. 


If a writer for The American Field is 


to bo believed, tho crow duck iB a most 
extraordinary bird oil the Potomac rjv- 
er, cutting up such cupcrH as to makes 
even u naturalist gusp. 


"Four yearn ago," ho writes, "while 


shooting ducks with Mr. Wnller, I no- 
ticed n flock of 8,000 or 4,000 crow 
ducks. After half an hour I noticed an 
eagle going toward tho flock. ' "When ho 
arrived at tho proper distance, ho made 
a dart, but tho ducks, as if by magic, 
wont under -water like a flush aud 
Bent up a voluiuo as if a big mine 
had been exploded. Thin was done time 
aud tiino again, aud finally tho volume 
of water thrown up was Bo great that 
tho eagle was nearly drowned. 
An old 


ducker once told uio that ho ouco wit- 
nessed tlio snmoBceno and that tho eagle 
wtw drowned. This in a Bight seldom 
seen, which may occur but ouco in a 
ducking life of 50 years." 


This crow duck is also known as tho 


American coot, mud hen, blno peter 
and Fnlica americaua by various hunt- 
ers aud alongshore people. 
Up north 


those ducks may bo Been in creeks and 
marshy, reed grown rivers, but south in 
Florida they resort in enormous num- 
bers to tho lakes where bonnete or yel- 
low lilies abound, 
associating there 


with lesser scaup ducks. 
They are shy 


birds, being much persecuted usually, 
tat in localities whero shooting is pro- 
hibited, near the Titusvillo (1'ln.) rail- 
road pier, for instance, they arc as tamo 
as sparrows, uudcrstjuiding thiit there 
they are safe. 


Tho nearest anybody ever come to the 


drowning oaglo story was Frank M. 
Ohupmuuiuhis "Birds of Eastern North 
America,'' when he Bays: ' 'When alarm- 
ed, they patter over the wnter, using 
tlir-ir fcv-t ILS much an their vines. The 
sound produced is a characteristic ono,'' 
He does not say whether the water flies 
or not, but ono could imagine that 11 
crow duck just as'it turned up to dive 
could givo its scolloped weubcd feet a 
kick np behind, liko a vicious mule, and 
so saturating tho oaglo Unit it would bo 
drowned. Eagles often catch living fish 
out of tho -water, and, of course, gob 
more or less wet in doing BO, but per- 
haps the Potomac rivor eugleH ore of a 
different species than those known to 
bird books.

May 4, 1880, was a bloody night in

enty stalwart mon marched from tho 
Dosnlaines Street station. They hud bcoii 
corralled there for novoral days autici- 
imting a crisis, and at 10:30 o'clock the 
order to "fall in lino" wns given. Tho 
country thrilled with tlio horror that 
followed. 
Tho efforts to disperse tho 


mob and tho throwing of a bomb that 
burst between Lieutenants Stauton and 
Bowler's companies left over 60 officers 
lying in a heap on Hiiymarket square. 
One man died within an hour, and two 
others were hopelessly crippled by hav- 
ing their legs Mown off. Other mon 
were cruelly maimed, U of whom aro 
now dead. 


But of all tho men Whitney stood the 


smallest possible chance of life. 
His 


breast was horribly mutilated, and bita 
of exploded bomb were imbedded peril- 
ously new tho vital organs. 
He was 


tttkeu to the hospital, and after tho neces- 
sary probing the wound was sowed up. 


Just before taking the stitches Dr. J. 


B. Murphy inquired: 


"My bravo boy, do yo» want to see 


what 110 man ever saw before?" 


"Yes. What is it?" asked the officer 


feebly. 


"Your own heart." 
Ho handed his patient a mirror, and 


Whitney saw tho greatest miraclo ever 
given to human eyes. • Ho now affirms 
thut the heart is not a movable organ, 
for it neither leaps up into tho throat 
nor descends into tho hoots. In fact, it 
docs not indulge in miy of tho ncrobatio 
feats generally ascribed to it by imagi- 
native writers.

Taking up your interrogatories, cate- 


gorically, 1 will say: 


1. Major McKinley ifl not a member 


ot the association known ae the Y.M.I. 
He ii certainly not a member to Ma 
knowledge, either active or honorary. 
II any branch of that order baa elected 
him an honorary member it ban been 
without his knowledge or consent 
In 


fact, although thie charge has been 
made for at least twelve months, and 
baa been denied over and over again, il 
ie only recently that Major McKinley 
learned what tbe Y.M.I, was. 


2. Major McKinley is not a member 


of tbe Knlghla of St: Patrick. 


3. Major McKinley is not a member 


of the Ancient Order oi Hibernians, nor 
ic he a member of any Roman Catholic 
society. 


4. It ifl not true that Major McKin- 


ley'B private secretary ia a Roman Oath 
ohc. I am tbe person referred to. '. 
was Major McKinley'B private secretary 
during his two terms (four years) ae 
governor of Ohio, and I am still acting 
aa his private secretary. I am a life- 
long member of the Protestant Episco- 
pal church. Myself and wife and only 
child are communicants of Trinity Epis- 
copal church, Columbus, Ohio. I would 
refer you to the rector of that church, 
tbe Hev. Mr. Atwood. t am a Free 
Mason, being a member of Excelsior 
Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of 
Cincinnati, and of tbe Royal Arch Ma- 
HOB8 of Cincinnati Chapter. I am a 
member of Champion Lodge, Rights of 
Pythias, Columbus (the same ae that to 
which Governor McKinley belongs). 


5. It ie not true that Major Mc- 


Kinley "appointed while Governor of 
Ohio a large number of Roman Catho- 
lics to office, larger than ever had been 
appointed by any other governor." Ii 
is true that Major McKinley appdinteii 
a few Roman Catholics to office. 


I cannot recollect that of all the ap- 


pointments—and they numbered hun- 
dreds—during his term of four years as 
governor of Ohio, he appointed more 
than half a dozen Roman Catholics to 
office. This is tbe truth to my best 
knowledge aud belief, and I think il 
know about as much about the matter 
as anybody. These appointments were 
made without any reference to tho fact 
that they were Catholics, but because of 
come special qualifications for the oflice 
to which the appointment wae made. It 
is true that among the vast army of sub- 
ordinates in petty offices and laborers in 
the employ of tbe state, there were n 
few Roman Catholics in addition to 
thoee referred to above. These anpoint- 
ments did not come under the jurisdic- 
tion of Major MctCinley but under tbe 
heads of tbe several department* ot the 
etate government, ami in some of these 
cases tbe heads of the departments 
were elected directly by the people and 
were not at all responsible to Governor 
McKinley.

The charge that Governor McKinley 


appointed more Roman CatboHca to 
office than any other governor will be 
found on investigation to be absolutely 
false. 


Governor M«Ktnley, as perhaps you 


know, ifl a broad-minded man. In his 
uppolutineuia ne Applied no religious 
teat, and it certainly IB untrue that he 
catered to tbe Roman Catholic church 
or to any other church. 


0. It ie unqualifiedly false that Major 


McKinley ever expressed himself fn fa- 
vor of a division of the school funds of 
Ohio. Major McKinley has always been 
an ardent advocate of tbe non-sectarian 
free public school eyotetu prevailing in 
Ohio. He hai time and again made 
addresses showing bis eentiment in fa- 
vor of the public school system. I do 
not happen to have a copy of the book 
with me, but I would refer you to bis 
book of public speeches, published by 
the AppletonB of New York. Yon will 
find in that one of hie addresses on pub- 
lic schools. 


I know Major T. 0. Ryan to whom 


you refer. He is a played-out, chronic 
oflice seeker of this state. I do not 
wieh to Bay anything against him per- 
sonally except that his malignant senti- 
ments about Major McKinley find no 
response among any responsible, repu- 
table body of citizens in this state where 
he ia beet known. For many years he 
has held office and sought office. 
He 


has by turne denounced other public 
men in Ohio, ae he doea now Major Mc- 
Kinley. Many of tbe lies told about 
Major McKinley have been directly 
traced to him. For instance, he ie the 
man who circulated the falsehood that 
Major McKinley said that the A. P. A. 
and allied organisations had no right to 
carry the representations of tlie little 
red school house in tbe parade in Bos- 
ton. This story was the creation of bis 
own evil imagination. For some time 
tbis T. C. Ryan was immigration in- 
Bpector, stationed at Toledo. He be- 
lieved he was entitled to abettor posi- 
tion, hut that was the beet that Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Foster could do for 
hint. 


When McKinley wae elected governor, 


Ryan applied for tbe position of etate 
librarian i There was, no reason why he

SMOKELESS POWDER.

ryiug. If the rill« is used on a warm 


day, it shoots with smokeless powder 
with flnt trajcctorj' nnd great jwnot ra- 
tion, but on u cold diiy it Bcems to be; 
froisGU Btifl and shoots differently, tak- 
ing u liigk trajectory nnd giving less 
penetration, and eo tlie smokeless ]>ow- 
tier user would do well to take a ther- 
mometer along marked with the varia- 
tion of inches in the trajectory. 
The 


smokeless powder would Iw worth the 
trouble, evidently, because "tho bullet. 
fired by yo gritin-s of the smokeless torn 
a third larger hole than the bullet fired 
by 7C grains of black powder." That 
mciins that u deer shot in tlio paunch 
with a 45 caliber bullet driven b}' 
Bnokcless would die iii half the time 
that one fihot with a bluck powder driv- 
en bullet would, because the shock is so 
much greater with tlie swifter smoke- 
less ball, which literally flies to pieces. 


Another thing about the smokeless 


powder is not inconsiderable. 


"It was as good a hold as ever I 


made," the experimenter writes, "and 
the, antelope wilted in his tracks. 
The 


band bunched up and ran in a semiqir- 
cle ut about tlie same distance (120 
yards) from me, and I got in two more, 
smokeless shots, and then by mistake 
one of black powder. I knew the latter 
immediately, for on firing it tho 200 
animals disappeared in a cloud of smoke 
that only dissipated as tlio tail end of 
tlie lot bobbed over the hill crest I had 
killed every ono that I fihot at " "With 
all smokeless powder shells, hi; would 
have got two more shots anyhow. 


In the woods more so than on tho 


plains the smoke of a gun is distressing, 
especially when the game is on tlio hus- 
tling jump. 
More than one man has 


jumped ^jjeways after each shot to get 
another because of tho smoke. A boy 
using a 45-70 rifle at a deer on an Adi- 
rondack runway jumped down a 10 foot 
bank, striking in waist deep water, 1hat 
he might get another slwt at the deer. 
Tho lost shot killed the deer as it land- 
ed on a rock ready for a leap into thick 
brush. It was a still day, with no wind, 
and the five shots fired left a cloud of 
ranoko in th.c air, for 15 minatea after.

countable reason they become suddenly 
dumb when approached by a newspaper 
man. It was a reporter's luck yesterday 
to run against one who talked in :m in- 
ten-sting way. 
Ho was a Inrge, rnther 


fluo looking uum, apparently aboet TO 
years of ago, and n man who hart watch- 
ed with close interest the- progress of 
milling ou the Pacific coast since tho 
historic days of 1849. 


"Yes, I was out iu. Californy in tho 


ohl days," ho replied to a question, mid 
then added with a pleasant smile: "I 
•was thar from 18-19 to 1889 ami took all 
tho courses, from pan to little giant and 
from handmade black powder cartridges 
to dimiyniite. 


""When gold was discovered by Mar- 


shall in that tail race and gutter was dig- 
ging for his sawmill at Column, not. n 
man iii that country knew u thing about- 
turning. Never heard how tJiey knew 
it was gold, hey? Well, there has beeu 
a great many stories told about it, but 
hero is tho right one: It was ii little 
uuggot Marshall picked, up, worth §3 or 
$1. 
Each ono of tho gang looked ut H, 


bit it, tasted it, rubbed it, suielled it, 
but noiie of them had a clear idea, what 
it was. 
Several thought it might be 


gold, hut none was sure of it- 'A happy 
thought struck Marshall. 
Mrs. Weber 


boarded tho hands. Sho was . making 
soft soap from pine ashes lyo. Marshall 
proposed tho lady should boil the nug- 
get in lye a day or two, and if it didn't 
change color or lose its substance iu the 
test it was sure enough gold. 
"Well, ft 


stood the test. The world knows the 
rest. 


M Among the first on. tho groniid "was 


a lot of greasers, a cross between Mex- 
icans aud a lower class of humans. God 
knows they were all low enough, hut 
tho cross was uo improvement on the 
general run of tho cattle. Tho greaser 
brought his willow made pan and knife 
as his mining tools. He cut mid scraped 
among crevices of rocks at the water's 
edge for 'chispas,' or, as we call them, 
'nuggets.' An enterprising white man 
luado a 'rocker. ' That was a great im- 
provement over the willow pan mid 
knife. In tho fall of IR-tSI pirks. 
iron pans and sheet iron for rocker 
screens had bceu shipi>ed iu from the 
outside. Roekers sold for three ounces, 
shovels half an ounce apiece, picks tho 
same ; pans for a quarter of an ounce, 
gum boots an ounce n pair and whisky 
a pinch a drink. That was the price in 
milling camps. A pinch was what a 
barkeeper could hike between his fore- 
finger and thumb. They had big lingers 
and thumbs ju those days, mid a bar- 
keeper's salary was measured by Ihuir 
size. Wages waa mi ounce a day. 


"The 'Georgia bumper' displaced tho 


rocker. It was something like a rocker, 
but much larger, and had several 'rif- 
fles' to catch the gold. Tho ends of the 
rockers bump against blocks of wood 
to jar tho gravel in tho screen and be- 
tween riffles. 
A bumper cost #300, a 


wheelbarrow two ounces, and a China 
pump $25. That inudo a bumper min- 
ing outfit The bumper didn't last long, 
for tho 'Long Tom' Boon took its place, 
That was a stationary affair, with a long 
Gcrocu in which the 'pay dirt' was 
thrown. Water was conducted ou tho 
screen, tho 'wash' falling through tho 
perforations while ono of tho hands 
forked out tho rocks or small btoucs. 


'A sluice or two were added to tho 


Tom. 
These, ae well as the Tom, were 


supplied with rifllcs, which generally 
caught about all tho dust. 
Long Toms 


were first used in Nevada City in 1850. 
Improvements in modes of placer min- 
ug rapidly followed. Sets of sluices 
without tho Toms were used, then 
rrouud sluicing cnmo next, and hydrau- 
ic mining, where water and fall could 
be obtained, displaced tho rocker, bump- 
er mid Torn.

NEW PEAR TREE PEST. 


It Has Made Its Appearance in 


Fresno County. 


The County Board of Horticulture 


met in regular session yesterday and 
transacted considerable business. The 
'root knot" is giving trouble in some 
sections of the county. 


But 
tho uwat important matter 


brought bufora'tho mooting was a new 
pest which infests pear trcaa. So far as 
any member of tho board could ascer- 
tain, this pdat now makes its appear- 
ance here for the first time. Early in 
the spring it boras Into tlio leaf bud, de- 
josita an ogg, and later tins egg hatches 
nto a beetle. The twig dies above the 
lointof attack. 


A aarnplti twig, and a full description 


of the workings of the beetle, eo fur as 
could be ner.ortained, were sent to the 
itate entomoIoRist at San Francisco, and 
ie was invited to visit Fresno and 
make an investigation and suggest a 
remedy.

PLAN PROPOSED BY THK H0KTI- 


OULTUBiL SOCIETY. 


Fromlscuouu CoBslvomontt to be 


Prevented ami the Fruit Grow- 


ers Protected. 


W. W. Pkillips preeided «t tbe regu- 


lar montnty meeting of the Hortluul- 
mral Society., keld at tlw Chamber of 
Commerce rooms yesterday. 


It wan announced that the new Ten- 


cey cannery would probably open up 
about June 1, and that 100,000 cases of 
ruit am expected to be shipped front 
;ke cannery this year. The committees 
appointed to collect the growers' con- 
tribution to the bonus ($1000) reported 
;hat $720 of the amount has been raised, 
and steps were taken to get in the cash 
and raise the balance with the least pos- 
sible delay. 


Secretary Olufs read a letter from the 


Northwestern Wholesale Grocers' Asso- 
ciation of St. Paul, Minnesota, asking 
this society to ueo its best endeavors to 
prevent the promiscuous shipments of 
dried fruit to Eastern commission uieii, 
is the inevitable result ia to create ficti- 
tious prices while the grower IB injured, 
jecauao the goods often have to be sold 
or whatever they will bring in a glut- 
ted market. 


The prospectus of a dried fruit ex- 


change, to be known as the Central 
Fruit iLxchage of California, was then 
read, and the report of the committee 
received. The committee was continued. 


Following is an epitome of the objects 


and constitution of the proposed ex- 
ihange.: Theobjectof the'exchance shall 
he to carry on the business of packing 
and marketing fruits of all kinds, green 
or dried, including grapes and raisins, 
and to buy or rent suitable grounds at 
any convenient points in the state of 
California,-and to build, purchase, rent 
or lease suitable buildings, machinery, 
urniture and im plenum IB and to estab- 
lish branch oflices at convenient points 
in the fJnited States and Europe. 


The principal place of business will 


bo FreBno, the capital stock 4100,000 in 
100,000 shares of $1 each. The number 
of directors is to be seven, and meetings 
will be held monthly. Members of the 
joard are to be allowed $3 per day for 
each meeting attended. 


It ia the special aim of tho organiza- 


;ion to prevent the fruit industry of the 
itate from demoralization by promiscu- 
ous consignments to commission houses.

.ng low-grade ores there ia no reason 
why Freano county should not be up 
with the average gold producers of this 
state. It is only a lack of capital and 
careful mftmigement that retards the 
development of her mineral wealth. 


If euch a company could be formed 


Tor the discovery and working of mines 
in this county, it would be tho best rec- 
omentlation it could have to capitalists 
leekiuR investments in miniui; proper- 
ties. They would como to Bee what \vae 
being done. 


As it atanda at tho.present time there 


.s but little encouragement for prospect- 
ors to work here. Ttcy have to lied 
something that is rich oa the surface or 
they travel on, as there is no custom 
mills to work ore here. Should they 
find some of low grade, they don't feel 
disposed to try to develop a low grade 
ore as they do not have the means to 
:onduct the development of such a mine 
properly. 
There could be three or four prospect-

In the mountains and kept there through 
the BUtnmor at a very small expense to 
a company, with fair prospect of finding 
eomo good leads that would develop into 
good mines Good reliable men at fair 
wages could be found to go that under- 
stand prospecting. 


The mineral wealth is here, but it will 


take capital to develop it, and the de- 
velopment of it means increased busi- 
ness for Fresno, and I think the busi- 
ness men of Fresno should encourage 
the mining industry with all reasonable 
means at their command.
